Sudden Infant Death Syndroine’ 
(SIDS) occurs approximately 3000 
times per year in this country, a rate 
of 0.8 deaths per 1000 infants. It 
can occur between one month and 
one year of age, but is most com- 
mon between the ‘ages of two 
months and four months. 

Although many different theories 
for SIDS have been proposed over 
the years, the cause seems to be 
related to a disturbance in these: 

A 
higher incidence of SIDS has been 
reported in babies who sleep in the 
prone position, and a lower inci- 
dence for those who sleep in the 
supine position or on their sides. 

Premature infants of low birth 
weight, siblings of victims of SIDS, 
and infants of substance-abusing 
mothers are also at increased risk 
of SIDS. 

Final confirmation that SIDS 
was the cause of such sudden and 
unexplained deaths. usually comes 
from a coroner's autopsy.

Lake Okeechobee great 
site for duck hunters 


” Not too many years back duck 
hunters on Lake Okeechobee 
had plenty of elbow room and 
thére-were an excess of good 
spots available. 

Today, Lake Okeechobee is 
still one of the great duck hunt- 
irig sites in Florida. The differ- 
eħce in- that the -tripling of 
Florida's population in 20 years 
and a more affluent and mobile 
society. means more hunters on 
the lake seeking out a limited 
number of prime locations.. ` 

“Too often this results in 
some hunters. setting up their 
decoys too close to another. set- 
up or'even shooting over some- 
one else's decoys,” said Lynne 
Hawk, hunter-education admin- 
istrator with the Florida Fish 
and Wildlife's South Regional 
Office in West Palm Beach. 

Hawk is also concerned that 
some duck hunters set out their 
decoys and then leave them + 
overnight or even for days on 
end, denying choice areas to 
other sportsmen. This is espe- 
cially aggravating when the 
absent hunters don't even show 
up to hunt over their ‘decoy 
spread. 

“This is very frustrating for 
the hunter who often rises at 3 
atn. to get out and step: his 
decoy, spread and finds all the 
good spots taken,” Hawk said. 
“Lake Okeechobee is á public 
hunting area and governed by a 
first come first serve approach. 
You just can't monopolize a 
choice area for the whole sea- 
son. 


- Hawk advises hunters to fake 
iri their decoys when-they finish 
hunting even if they intend on 
hunting at the same location the 
text day. 

“This way you give another 
hunter an opportunity to enjoy 
some good shooting and avoid

Hawk said that some disgrun- 
tled hunters are pushing for reg- 
ulations to require that hunters 
pack up their decoys at the end 
of the day's shooting or be ticket- 
ed. 

“The FWC is very wary of 
implementing another regula- 
tion, especially since enforce- 
ment would be extremely diffi- 
cult," Hawk. said. “We prefer 
self-regulation by duck hunters 
who can use peer pressure to 
encourage compliance,” 

Fewer quality hunting oppor- 
tunities and a growing popula- 
Hon make courtesy and hunting 
ethics more important than ever 
before, Hawk stated. 

“Most duck hunters: under- 
stand that shooting at extreme 
range or ‘sky busting’ is the 
mark.of a new or poor hunter,” 
she said. “It's time we realized 
that leaving decoy spreads out 
‘on publie waters when the shoot- 
,ing.day ends is equally poor 
* sportsmanship.”
